General: Rain early in the week delayed harvest
progress in some areas of the state, according to
the National Agricultural Statistics Service, North
Dakota Field Office. Topsoil moisture supplies
were rated 1 percent very short, 15 short,

74 adequate, and 10 surplus while subsaoill
moisture supplies were rated 1 percent very short,
9 short, 73 adequate, and 17 surplus. Statewide,
on average, there were 5.3 days suitable for
fieldwork.

Crops: Harvest of all crops showed progress
despite the additional precipitation. Durum wheat
was 92 percent harvested. Spring wheat was

97 percent harvested. Canola was 95 percent
harvested. Ninety-three percent of the corn crop
had reached the dented stage, behind 99 percent
at this point last year but ahead of 91 percent for
the five-year average. Corn for silage was

40 percent chopped. Ninety-eight percent of dry
edible beans were dropping leaves, 57 percent had
been cut, and 39 percent had been harvested.
Flaxseed was 77 percent harvested. As of
September 25, 92 percent of potatoes had vines
killed, and 27 percent were dug. Ninety-eight
percent of soybeans had lower leaves yellowing,
86 percent had dropped leaves, and 5 percent
were harvested. Five percent of the sugarbeet crop
was harvested. Ninety-eight percent of sunflowers
had ray flowers dropped, 86 percent had bracts
turned yellow, and 39 percent had bracts turned
brown. Other activities during the week included
winter wheat planting.

Livestock: Stockwater supplies were rated

2 percent short, 77 adequate, and 21 surplus.
Pasture and range conditions were rated 6 percent
poor, 25 fair, 56 good, and 13 excellent.
